wonderful survival of the observance in the Island of Maré, where the native 
Christians, deprived of their pastor and their church building, meet in 7 .‘?— 
to pour their sorrows and desires into the Divine ear; at China, Japan, and ia, in 
each of which countries rich blessing has followed the coming together of God's 
servants; at Persia, and finally at Europe, where the outcomes had been marvellous, 
even in such lands as Turkey, Russia, Italy, and Austria. Of England it is, of 
perhaps still more absorbing, review of the work of the Society in seeking to succour 
those suffering for Christ's sake, specially with reference to Tarkey and Russia.
